The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 2, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d); and similarly the phrase "such as" renders 
the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.6 102(b) as being anticipated by Oba 
(JP355085150A). * 

Regarding claim 1 , Oba discloses energy-saving method for the wireless 
reception of data modulated on a carrier signal by means of a receiver circuit including a 
first group and a second group of elements, wherein the first group of circuit elements 
(9, 10, and 1 1 , fig. 2) which is provided for recovering the data from the carrier signal is 
supplied intermittently with electrical energy, while the second group of circuit elements 
( 8, 19, 20, 21, fig. 2) is supplied uninterruptedly with electrical energy (fig. 2, see 
abstract). 

Regarding claim 2, Oba further teaches the following: wherein the circuit 
elements of the second group determine the reception properties, such as amplification 
and control setting for example, as a function of reception conditions and last received, 
modulated carrier signal, and associated values such as gain factors and control set 
values (reads on amplifier 20 gain values, see abstract). 
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3. Claims 3-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
